HOSPITAL chiefs have launched 
an investigation after a patient 
apparently leapt to his death 
from a first floor window. 

David Moore (40) is understood to 
have been recovering from an opera¬ 
tion when he got out his bed in 
Princess Alexandra Hospital’s 
Saunders Ward and jumped from the 
window. 

Ambulance crews treated him for head, 
neck and arm injuries. He was taken to the 
hospital’s A&E department but died. 

It is not clear whether Mr Moore, who 
was staying in a four-bed bay, had visitors 
with him when the incident happened.

Police were called to the hospital but 
after speaking to staff confirmed they 
would not be investigating the death. 

The hospital is now investigating the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding Mr Moore’s death. 

A hospital spokesman told the Star: “It 
is alleged he jumped through a window. 
The incident and the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding it are now being investigated and 
it is in the hands of the coroner’s office. 

“Staff are shocked about what happened 
but have been able to co-operate fully with 
the police.” 


The incident occurred shortly before 
8pm last Tuesday at the hospital which is 
run by PAH NHS Trust, serving 285,000 
people from Harlow and the surrounding 
area. 

A police spokeswoman confirmed: “We 
were called shortly before 8pm on January 
29 following reports a man had fallen from 
a window at Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
Harlow. 

“He sadly died at the scene. The death is 
not being treated as suspicious and a file 
has been handed to the coroner.” 

Mr Moore’s family were yesterday 
(Wednesday) too upset to give comment. 

An inquest in to the death of Mr Moore, 
from Barnard Acres, Nazeing, was opened 
and adjourned on Tuesday.

A HARLOW woman is 
heading for a High Court 
compensation showdown 
with pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmithKline over the 
alleged side-effects of one of 
its drugs. 

In a writ issued at London’s 
High Court, lawyers for Claire 
Owen claim she suffered undis¬ 
closed personal injuries after tak¬ 
ing the widely prescribed anti¬ 
depressant drug Seroxat, also 
known as Paroxetine. 

Now Miss Owen, of Simplicity 
Lane, Harlow, is claiming damages 
of up to £50,000 from the company 
in what has been dubbed a David and 
Goliath legal battle. 

She is one of the latest in a group 
of several hundred people who want 
to sue the drug manufacturer, claim¬ 
ing their lives have been blighted by 
addiction to the anti-depressant drug. 

The drug is designed to restore the 


user’s happiness and confidence but 
some people have claimed they have 
been addicted to the medication 
while others have experienced 
thoughts of suicide. 

GlaxoSmithKline is contesting the 
legal action and a spokesman said: 
“We believe there is no merit in this 
litigation. Seroxat has benefited mil¬ 
lions of people worldwide who have 
suffered from depression.” 

However, Mark Harvey, a solicitor 
acting for many of the claimants, 
said: “All the claimants allege that 
they tried to withdraw from Seroxat 
and have suffered discontinuation 
syndrome.” 

The legal battle has been assigned 
to procedural judge Master Eyre, 
who will decide initial stages of the 
case and how the action will go 
ahead. A date for a case management 
conference is expected to be set soon. 

The government has announced an 
inquiry into Selective Serotonin 
Reuptake Inhibited Drugs, known as 
SSRI, such as Seroxat and Prozac.

OAP's rubbish misery 


A PENSIONER has accused Harlow 
Council of neglect after hypodermic 
needles were found and heaps of rub¬ 
bish dumped near her flat. 

Council tenant Kathleen 
O’Loghlin (61), of Hare Street 
Springs, said she has endured an 
appalling mess in the communal 
areas near her home for several years. 

She is furious nothing has been 
done to clear it, despite calling to 
complain on numerous occasions. 

“I have been into the council, I’ve 
lost count just how many times, to 
complain and they have done noth¬ 
ing,” she said. “We got a letter from 
the council saying a bin man had 
been pricked by a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle, but it’s the council’s fault for not 


clearing all the mess in the first 
place.” 

The council-run Together We Can 
Clean Up Our Town scheme aimed to 
give 22 estates a clear-up. 

But Ms O’Loghlin said the project 
had done nothing to improve her 
area: “It’s disgusting and I can’t go 
out there; I want to go outside even 
less now as I know there are hypo¬ 
dermic needles.” 

A council spokesman said teams 
had been sent to tidy the area on sev¬ 
eral occasions in the past two years, 
adding Ms O’Loghlin must be com¬ 
plaining about a new mess each time 
and that the area is to be steam- 
cleaned. A ward inspection was due 
to take place yesterday (Wednesday).

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Illegal airport 
cleaner jailed 
for pass fraud 

AN illegal immigrant who 
breached security at Stansted to 
work in the terminal’s airside has 
been jailed for six months. 
Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
Liberian-born Amanda Banda 
got work as a toilet cleaner by 
misusing a friend’s passport. 
Banda (21), of Brocklesmead, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty on 
Monday to possessing a 
Portuguese passport and a 
Stansted Airside security pass 
knowing they had been 
improperly obtained. 

Judge David Turner told her: 

“I’m afraid people who use 
passports in a misleading way 
almost inevitably go to prison. 
The system relies on passports 
being trustworthy documents. 
“Airports need to be places 
where staff can be trusted and 
you breached that trust. You took 
advantage of systems which in 
this case have been deceived. 
“The documents allowed you 
access to parts of the airport 
where you should not have been. 
The fact you have gone under the 
wire is something I have to 
punish you for.” 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, 
said that in November 2006, 
Banda applied for employment 
with a firm known as ICTS 
which dealt with staff due to be 
employed at Stansted. She was 
interviewed and produced a 
Portuguese passport and began 
employment a week later as a 
cleaner working under the name 
of Francesca De Veiga. She later 
obtained an identification card 
which allowed her access to the 
airside of the airport. 

The authorities became 
suspicious and in November last 
year police and immigration 
officers confronted her. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, in mitigation, 
said Banda had a sad and 
traumatic life. Her parents were 
massacred when she was six and 
she was taken to Ghana as a 
refugee. She spent time in 
Algeria, Morocco and Italy 
before coming to the UK in 2004 
without any papers, documents 
or personal possessions. 

He said she borrowed a passport 
from a friend and used it as “a 
mechanism to obtain 
employment”. 

“All she ever wanted to do was 
work. She has caused no harm or 
trouble to anybody,” he added.

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Callous thieves strike at cars 
while mourners visit graves 


THAMES Water has been accused of 
preventing indoor sports from taking 
place in a Harlow primary school by 
failing to fulfil its side of a flood pre¬ 
vention agreement. 

Ankle-deep sewage and persistent flood 
damage has caused floor tiling to rise up and 
buckle badly in Paringdon Junior School. 

This means that children at the Paringdon Road 
school cannot use gym equipment until the cause 
of the damage, a faulty drain, is fixed by Thames 
Water. 

The same drain has caused damage to homes in 
Barley Croft and only when it is repaired will the 
school’s insurer pay out for necessary repairs to 
the hall. 

Thames Water had joined Harlow and Essex 
County councils in an inquiry held after floods in 
the town caused mayhem during the summer of 
2006. 

During the inquiry Thames Water agreed to 
carry out essential works to ease future problems, 
but has so far not responded to County Hall’s per¬ 
sistent requests for it to undertake the repairs at 
Paringdon. 

County council schools cabinet member Tracey 
Chapman said: “I had the privilege of visiting the 
school to see the state of the floor myself; it’s 
obviously not acceptable for Thames Water to 
walk away from its responsibilities, both to the 
school and the surrounding communities.” 

Paringdon school governor and ward councillor 
Lee Dangerfield (Conservative) added: “Thames 
Water should take responsibility for the work that 
needs to be done to allow the children to have a 
normal school day.” 


SICK thieves are targeting griev¬ 
ing mourners at Harlow’s 
Parndon Wood Crematorium by 
breaking into car boots. 

Police even believe some crim¬ 
inals have been lying in wait at 
the crematorium to watch visitors 
stash their items securely before 


then breaking in. 

Among the latest victims are 
Gene Cowan, of Ram Gorse, 
Harlow, and her sister Linda 
McCaig, from Chelmsford. 
Their car was targeted when they 
went to visit their mother’s grave 
last Saturday morning. 

Mrs Cowan (65) told the Star. 
“We parked up in the middle car 
park and, knowing that you are 
not supposed to leave items on 
display, we put our handbags in 
the boot. 

“We were away for about half 
an hour and in that time thieves 
smashed a window and lifted the 
release lever to get in the boot. 
They took our bags and the same 
morning one of our cards was 
used in a cash point.” 

She added: “I think it’s a dis¬ 
grace that people target mourn¬ 
ers at a crematorium. People 
should be warned that thieves 
will go to these lengths.” 

The thefts come after a spate 
of car break-ins at the site in the 


autumn in which thieves 
smashed car windows to swipe 
belongings left on display. 

Harlow police crime reduc¬ 
tion officer Graham Anthony 
said boot raids were a growing 
problem. 

“The trouble with putting 
stuff in the boot when you arrive 
is that a criminal might be 
watching you,” he said. “The 
safest option of all is to take 
your valuables with you, if that 
is possible.” 

He also warned against leav¬ 
ing tell-tale signs that you might 
have a satellite navigation sys¬ 
tem stored in the car: “Even so 
much as a mark on the wind¬ 
screen from the sucker of the 
holder could be enough to 
prompt a thief to break in.” 

Harlow Council runs the cre¬ 
matorium and a spokesman con¬ 
demned the acts as “appalling”, 
stating the authority is working 
with police to try to make the 
area safer. 


Chairman of the council’s inquiry, Joshua Jolles 
(Con), called for the water company to make the 
works a priority. 

A spokeswoman for Thames Water said on 
Tuesday: “Thames Water recognises the distress 
and inconvenience caused by sewer flooding and 
we take our responsibilities to our customers very 
seriously. 

“Presently, we are confident the sewers in the 
area are functioning adequately. Furthermore, 
valves have been fitted to the school’s sewer con¬ 
nections, protecting it from flooding into the 
future; one of these valves will be replaced short¬ 
ly to ensure the best protection for the school.”

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Cannabis user 
sent to prison 
for his dealing 

A DRUG-peddling man from 
Harlow faces eight months in a 
young offenders’ institution 
after pleading guilty to 
possessing cannabis with intent 
to supply. 

Ian Warman (20), of Occasio 
House, was arrested on 
suspicion of possessing drugs 
on June 20 last year and was 
later found to have 13 packages 
of the class C substance stuffed 
down his trousers. 

Prosecutor Ian Boyes told the 
court on Monday the total 
amount of cannabis recovered 
was 36 grams, with a street 
value of about £200. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, in mitigation, 
said Warman was an addict who 
now seemed motivated to tackle 
his drug problem and wanted to 
turn his life around. 

But Judge David Turner told the 
defendant that the long-term 
effects of cannabis on mental 
health was a matter of public 
concern and warned Warman he 
was destroying his own life. 
“You are in the process of 
destroying your own life by 
cannabis abuse, but that’s a 
matter for you,” he said. “I'm 
afraid that for a short time I'm 
going to prevent you from 
doing that to other people by 
being a supplier.” 

Bootlegged CDs 
and DVDs seized 

MORE than 5,000 counterfeit 
compact discs and DVD films 
were seized when Trading 
Standards officers swooped on a 
car boot sale in Harlow. 

Seven traders, suspected of 
selling illegal items, were 
arrested in the operation outside 
Pinnacles Car Boot Sale on 
Sunday, which was carried out 
as a result of intelligence 
gathered by officials.

Family man dies 
in ski slope lark

A MAN killed after ploughing into 
a fence during a prank at an 
Italian ski resort has been named 
as Harlow businessman David 
Monk. 

Mr Monk (45), who ran Harvey 
Centre clothes store Whitehouse with 
wife Anne, died at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent in Sauze d’Oulx, near Turin, in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

The keen golfer and father-of-two, from 
Ware, is believed to have lost control while 
sliding down a mountain on a rubber mat. 

Of three friends with him at the time, two 
- Richard Watkins (41), from Hatfield, and 
Alan McGregor (46), from Ware - sustained 
head injuries. 

It is understood the men had been drink¬ 
ing before they took foam barriers from the 
end of the run and used them as a sledge - 
only to hit the fence from which they had 
taken the barriers. 

Speaking to reporters after his release 
from hospital, Mr McGregor said they had 
seen a group of lads playing with a mat taken 
from a fence and decided to join in. He said 
Mr Monk hit the post where the mat had 
been removed, calling it a “freak accident”. 

Tributes were this week paid in Harlow to 
the popular shopkeeper, who was well 
known to customers and leaves two sons,

Connor (15) and Barney (12). 

Mrs Monk (43), who had stayed at home 
to run the shop, said she was devastated. 
Describing her husband as the “best dad in 
the world” to their two boys, she added: “He 
was so great and so many people knew and 
loved him.” 

Frank Raven, who until last year managed 
menswear store Glanville next door to 
Whitehouse, knew Mr Monk for many years. 

“We had a really good business relation¬ 
ship and would often pop in to say hello to 


each other on a quiet day,” he said. “It’s a real 
tragedy, especially for Anne and the boys. 
He was a great bloke and he’ll be sadly 
missed in the town.” 

In a statement, a Harvey Centre 
spokesman said: “We were very saddened to 
hear of the sudden death of Mr Monk while 
on holiday. Our thoughts are with his family 
and colleagues at this difficult time. 

“Mr Monk had been a well-respected trad¬ 
er in Harlow for many years; this is a sad loss 
for us and for the community.” 


'Smart water’ 
splurge aims 
to deter theft 

CRIMEFIGHTERS launched the 
biggest drive yet to make 
Harlow a no-go zone for thieves 
by marking the personal 
belongings of scores of people. 
The move came as police in the 
town investigate a rash of break- 
ins reported in recent months. 
Police Community Support 
Officers visited the Harvey 
Centre and offered shoppers the 
chance to have their personal 
items marked with ‘smart water’ 
- an invisible security ink which 
carries its own DNA. 

The unique solution links 
offenders to crime scenes and 
property to its owner with a 100 
per cent success rate. Saturday’s 
drive saw more than 200 people 
have their property marked. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“The day went really well with 
more people expected taking up 
the offer of having their 
belongings marked. This type of 
scheme will hopefully go a long 
way to making thieves think 
twice about breaking in to 
homes in Harlow and stealing 
people’s goods.” 

Officers are currently 
investigating dozens of shed and 
garage break-ins in the town, as 
well as several household 
burglaries. The latest occurred in 
Rivermill on Monday when 
thieves broke into a house to 
steal a purse, cash, car keys and 
also took a silver Mini.

Fewer stars over county 


ESSEX County Council has been 
stripped of its status as one of the 
best-performing local authorities. 
Although it was previously one of the 
few councils to hold the top four star 
rating, in its latest report on county 
hall administrations throughout 
England, the independent Audit 
Commission has re-designated Essex 
as a three star authority. 

Its weakest area was deemed to be its 
children and young people’s services, 
although it was commended for 
excellence in enviromnent and culture. 
Despite having lost a star, the council 


was also said to be “improving well”. 
A spokesman said this was because 
there had been good progress in many 
areas, despite shortcomings elsewhere. 
County council leader Lord 
Hanningfield said Essex was not alone 
in having lost a star. Neighbouring 
Hertfordshire also dropped from four 
to three stars in the new assessment. 

“I am pleased to see we have been 
categorised as improving well,” he 
said. “Our full and comprehensive 
inspection takes place in September, 
which will confirm our assessment 
status.”

WE SAY 

I T used to be so simple - not 
so long ago, if a street light 
failed you would call the 
council; if you smelt gas, you 
would call British Gas. 

Just about every problem had a 
single body responsible and so 
able to function as a one-stop 
solution. 

These days, however, it seems 
there are so many agencies 
involved in our utilities and 
facilities that often the left 
hand doesn't seem to know what 
the right hand is supposed to be 
doing. 

Take the situation at Paringdon 
Junior School, where heavy 
rainfall has forced sewage into 
the premises and caused 
damage to the school hall due 
to faulty drains close by. 

When Thames Water was called 
by the Star to see if the 
situation will be resolved soon 
so the school can claim its 
insurance for repairs, the voice 
at the end of the phone asked: 
"Do you know who's responsible 
for that drain? Is it us or Essex 
County Council?” 

Last year in the Star, Harlow 
Council, County Hall and a 
property developer all denied 
responsibility for a single faulty 
streetlamp in Church Langley - 
because they genuinely did not 
know whose it was. 

But when the quality of 
children's education is at stake, 
is it too much to ask that for 
once the relevant agency puts 
its hand up and accepts 
responsibility? 


MP is so wrong to take 
us for fools over treaty 

SIR, So Harlow MP Bill Rammell thinks his constituents 
are “extreme" because we want to be consulted on 
whether more powers should be transferred to the 
European Union (Star, January 31). 

As a supporter of a federal Europe and the Euro 
currency, I welcome the ‘people’s poll’ because it affords 
an opportunity for pro-Europeans like me to argue the 
case for a more integrated Europe. 

But more importantly, it makes good Gordon Brown’s 
broken promise to hold a referendum on the so-called 
Reform Treaty. The Labour manifesto, upon which Bill 
Rammell stood, stated: “We will put the Constitutional 
Treaty to the British people in a referendum”. 

Labour were right to make that pledge, because the EU 
Constitution is the next step in creating what the 
president of the European Commission, Jose Manuel 
Barroso, has called an “empire”. 

However, fearing their inability to win the argument and 
convince the British people to vote ‘yes’, fellow 
supporters of a federal Europe have resorted to trickery 
and deceit. They would have us believe that the Reform 
Treaty is materially different to the EU Constitution. 
No-one but Gordon Brown and those on the ministerial 
payroll such as Bill Rammell actually believe that to be 
so. Even the Labour-dominated Parliamentary scrutiny 
committee have reported that they are “substantially 
equivalent” and have expressed grave concerns that 
Gordon Brown’s ‘red lines’ are not “sustainable”. 
Certainly, our friends across the Channel are under no 
illusions. The chief architect of the original EU 
Constitution, Valery Giscard d’Estaing, has stated that 
“all the earlier proposals will be in the new text, but will 
be hidden and disguised in some way”. 

A federal 
Europe is where we are heading and I am happy with the 
destination. But why can’t people like Mr Rammell have 
the courage of their convictions and argue the European 
case? It is a strong one, but instead Mr Rammell would 
vacate the field of battle, abandon his personal pledge, 
resort to deceit and, perhaps the worst offence of all, take 
his Harlow constituents as fools. 

Come the next General Election, Mr Rammell may find 
his constituents having the last laugh.

School talks too narrow 

SIR, We are now being told that it is no longer the 
intention of the governing body of Passmores School to 
hold meetings with the wider community to consult on 
the proposal to ‘re-locate’, that is, effectively close. 

This is despite the fact that the county council’s cabinet 
member for education told the governors on July 4 that it 
would be highly advisable to consult as widely as 
possible on such matters. Also, it has been reported in 
the local press that they would be holding consultations 
for the wider community. It is the case that the large 
majority of the current pupils and parents will not be 
affected by the proposal, but those who are yet to make 
their choice of secondary school. 

The governing body has decided to embark on a course 
of action that has far wider ramifications for many more 
people than simply those of its own school community, 
which some people feel suggests that it is possibly acting 
outside its remit. 

When the governing body originally consulted on these 
proposals, it was on the basis that it would be funded by 
money being diverted from the south Essex allocation of 
the Government’s Building Schools for the Future 
programme. Governors were taken to visit other schools 
that had been built under the scheme and glossy 
presentations given in an effort to impress them. As was 
later discovered by the Save Passmores Action Group, it 
was never going to be possible to divert such funds as it 
was very definitely against the rules of the BSF funding 
arrangements. 

We are now in an entirely different situation where it is 
proposed that the whole scheme would be funded by the 
county council’s capital programme and not even to 
benefit those who live in the area currently served by 
Passmores. Nor will it benefit the vast majority of those 
who are currently attending the school. 

If the governing body chooses to take such contentious 
decisions, then it should put itself up to be accountable 
to the local community who will be affected by those 
decisions or allow people other than parents to attend the 
parents’ forum that is being held on Tuesday at which 
this issue is to be discussed and to widely advertise the 
fact.

Club secretary Paul Morrell 
said the secluded site at Ash Tree 
Field has long suffered from ille¬ 
gal flytipping, with items includ¬ 
ing sofa beds, toilets and rubble 
all dumped in recent years. 

He said although Harlow 
Council has always been rela¬ 
tively quick to clear the debris, 
the situation has reached a new 


low with the arrival of the 
unwanted tyres in the week. 

“This is the second big load 
we’ve had dumped already this 
year, and I’ve just about reached 
my boiling point,” he said. 

“Last year, the road was com¬ 
pletely blocked by a huge load of 
builders’ rubble. It’s difficult to 
know what to do to prevent peo¬ 
ple dumping their rubbish there. 

A council spokesman said it 
does act against flytippers but 
needs eyewitnesses to secure a 
conviction. 


Jury acquits dubgoer of 
sexual assault on woman 


A MAN has been cleared of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a young woman 
after a night in which they drank 
heavily and took cocaine. 

Ty Wiseman (33), of Woodland 
Grove, Epping, denied and was 
acquitted by a Chelmsford Crown 
Court jury on Thursday of sexual 
assault after a four day trial. 

The court heard he and the 
woman went to an Epping night¬ 
club separately on July 5 last year 
and later met up. A lot of drink was 
consumed and the woman went 
home with Wiseman, where they 
each did a line of cocaine. 

Prosecutor Samantha Leigh said 
the woman was “completely out of 


it” and alleged Wiseman sexually 
assaulted her after she had decided 
to go to bed. 

In evidence, Wiseman admitted 
they had taken cocaine. 

He said she asked him to get into 
bed and they had a passionate kiss¬ 
ing session before falling asleep. 
He was awoken in the morning by 
the woman bashing him with her 
shoes and “going ballistic”, sug¬ 
gesting they had had sex. 

Wiseman told the jury he was 
disgusted by the allegation made 
against him, which had cost him 
his job as a result, and added: “It’s 
the worst thing a male can have to 
go through.”

Protocols for 
the Princess 



M emories of The 

Square have been 
well documented in 
Nostalgia and Ron Bill now 
writes with an insight into 
how the building which 
houses it first came to be. 
The whole Fourth Avenue site, 
including the club and adjacent 
tower block, was originally built 
for the Young Women’s 
Christian Association - you may 
have spotted the large white 
‘YWCA’ letters which still 
adorn the wall. 

Upper Park resident Mr Bill, who 
worked for Harlow Council at the 
time, recalls: “In 1961, the YWCA 
asked the Development Corporation 
for a site for a proposed national 
training centre. The site in Fourth 
Avenue was approved and planning 
permission granted. 

“The YWCA requested a 60-year, 

100 per cent mortgage from the 
council and this was agreed. Myself 
and an accountancy assistant in the 
council treasurer’s department, Ron 
Pee, were given the task of getting 
loan approval from the then-Ministry 



of Housing and Local Government 
which, after completing a myriad of 
forms and detailed discussions, we 
eventually did. 

“The loan covered the £205,000 
construction costs. The council 
recognised that some of the potential 
young tenants would be on low 
incomes and offered to finance a 
unique rent rebate scheme, as well as 
100 per cent rate relief.” 

The opening ceremony took place on 
March 6, 1969, with Princess 
Alexandra flying in to do the 
honours. 

Mr Bill kindly supplied Nostalgia 
with a copy of the detailed eight- 
page instructions printed beforehand. 
These reveal, with fascinating details 
of protocol, how the RAF Queen’s 
Flight would land at the town’s 
heliport at 2.45pm, at which point 
HRH would be greeted by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Essex, Sir John 
Ruggles-Brise. 

He would then present the High 


Sheriff of Essex Major N.N. 
Norman-Butler, council chairman 
D.R. Score and clerk D.F. Bull, 
Development Corporation chairman 
Sir John Newsom and general 
manager Ben Hyde Harvey, plus 
Harlow police Chief Superintendent 
W Vickers. 

There would then be a procession to 
the YWCA with a series of further 
presentations, followed by a tour of 
the building during which Harlow 
YWCA chairman Molly White 
would introduce the Princess to 
residents, who would show off their 
own rooms. 

Afterwards, the party would adjourn 
to the Galaxy Club - the part now 
known as The Square. Here, it 
explains: “The Nearly New Shop 
will be open for inspection and 
various activities will be taking 
place. Background music will 
provide an atmosphere. 

“Just before the conclusion, a young 
male resident will present to HRH a 
specially bound and inscribed copy 
of A History Of Harlow edited by 
Mr L.H. Bateman.” 

Mr Bill told Nostalgia: “I remember 
after Ron Pee and I secured the loan 
that YWCA were very grateful for 
our work and said we would both be 
invited to the opening bash. 
“However, it turned out we were 
about the only two people not 
invited! Reading these details now, 
though, does remind me of many 
good people no longer with us.”

THE lowest increase in the 
county rate for eight years 
has been recommended to 
Essex County Council.

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Climbing area 
will be one of 
the best in UK 

NEW details have been released 
of the state-of-the-art upgrade 
under way at Harlow’s Outdoor 
Pursuits Centre to transform it 
into one of the UK’s top 
climbing facilities. 

Plans for a £1.6m revamp at the 
once-threatened complex were 
revealed by the Star in 
December. 

Now Essex County Council, 
which operates the facility, has 
revealed the new climbing wall 
will be 13.5m (44ft) high and 
cover 1,000 sq m (10,764 sq ft). 
Not only will it be the largest 
climbing facility in the south¬ 
east, it will also boast sloping 
walls, severe overhangs and 
bouldering challenges, and will 
be able to accommodate the 
disabled. 

The investment, funded jointly 
by the county council and a 
National Lottery grant, marks a 
major turnaround for the centre 
which was threatened with the 
axe last year as part of a County 
Hall cost-cutting drive. 

Centre manager Colin Urquhart 
said: “The climbing wall will 
prove to be very popular; 
hopefully everyone from 
beginners to experts will want 
to use it. Everything from 
introductory sessions through to 
instructor courses will be on 
offer. 

“Climbing is fantastic for 
developing strength, balance 
and movement, but it also 
requires real focus. 

“Ultimately, it has all the 
benefits of ballet, weight-lifting 
and yoga, but you achieve them 
in the one session.” 

The centre is expected to re¬ 
open by the end of March, with 
all work due to be completed by 
the summer. 


Drugs dealing 
addict is jailed 

A MAN who dealt hard drugs in Harlow has 
been jailed for four-and-a-half years. 

Jeffrey Coultrip (49) pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Thursday to 
possessing heroin with intent to supply and 
possessing cocaine. 

The court heard that prior to his most 
recent arrest, drug addict Coultrip, of 
Nicholls Field, Harlow, had been raided by 
police on 27 occasions because of his 
lifestyle. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub told him he 
could have been jailed for seven years 
because of his previous offences, but said he 
had reduced the sentence because of his 
guilty pleas and medical problems. 

The judge also told him: “I take the view 
you are a low-level retailer of drugs. 
Essentially, you are dealing with fellow 
addicts at the behest of some bigger fish in 
the drug pond.” 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, told the court 
that on August 8 last year police found 17 
wraps of heroin with a street value of £650 
in Coultrip’s flat, as well as a small quantity 
of cocaine. 

Nicola May, in mitigation for Coultrip, 
said her client had been a drug addict for 
nearly 30 years and had committed the 
offences because he owed a £150 drug debt 
and had been threatened. 

“He was someone essentially feeding his 
own habit and paying off his own debt,” she 
said. “It was not a sophisticated operation.”

“We will continue to drive 
home the simple messages 
around regular hand-cleaning - 
with soap and water - between 
patients to control the spread of 
C-Diff, as well as the constant 
use of hand gel to restrict the 
spread of MRSA.” 

Dr Shico Visuvanathan, con¬ 
sultant microbiologist and direc¬ 
tor of infection prevention and 
control, added: “Our overall 
detection of MRSA has 
improved greatly and we are 
screening more patients for 
MRSA at pre-assessment. 

“This will benefit many 
patients by reducing surgical 
infections; we have already 
recorded that our elective 
orthopaedic unit has virtually 
eliminated MRSA infections.”

THE QUEST FOR THE 
GORGON'S HEAD 

Moot House Players, Moot Hall, Harlow 


FROM the moment the 
audience walked into Moot 
Hall, we were transported 
into a different world. 

The intricate and beautiful 
stage setting, with its miniature 
temple, its rocks, its cleverly 
painted mosaic floor and the 
quiet Greek music in the 
background prepared us for an 
evening of Mediterranean 
magic - and what an 
adventure it was! 

In the space of two hours, Perseus 
(Dan Powell) was conceived, 
born, set afloat in a chest and then 
rescued. He killed two monsters 
(both splendidly designed and 
made by Paul Regeli), fell in love, 
got married, turned his enemies 
into stone and ended up killing his 
own grandfather - by mistake, of

course! 

As an introduction to Greek 
mythology, this could not be 
faulted and some schools sent 
parties to see it: what a shame 
that all Harlow schools did not do 
the same! Written and directed by 


Bett Hewlett, it was just the thing 
to inspire children with a love of 
the classics. 

Robbie Chittick’s impish Hermes 
and Jenny Southwell’s stately 
Athena (with overtones of 
Britannia) made the gods totally 
believable, while Powell’s Perseus 
grew before our very eyes from a 
diffident and rather stupid boy to a 
plausible hero. 

Michael and Rosemary Caswell 
were delightful as the Greek 
Chorus (reduced to a squabbling 
old married couple), busily 
scoring points off one another 
while still linking the actors and 
audience. 

The rest of the cast tackled the 
remaining parts (some appearing 
as five different characters) with 
aplomb and clear differentiation. 

If future productions at Moot Hall 
can capture the energy, flair and 
overall excellence of this one, 
audiences will be able to forget 
the very considerable 
shortcomings of the venue and the 
Players can embark on an assured 
and entertaining future.

On the long, hard road to freedom 



THE WAR ON DEMOCRACY 

(Lionsgate, 12, retail) 

The terms ‘freedom’ and ‘democracy’ are bandied 
about by the US administration and its supporters 
(‘Yo! Blair!’) so freely and inappropriately that they’ve 
long ceased to have any real meaning other than as 
grimly ironic camouflage to legitimise unlawful 
international aggression. 

If you want to know the full extent to which America 
cleaves to these core values, journalist and film-maker 
John Pilger’s documentary is an invaluable eye- 
opener and goes a long way to help create an 
understanding as to why the invasion of Iraq took 
place and why it can only ever end badly for Western 
interests. 

The War On Democracy examines the post-World 
War Two history of US intervention and manipulation 
among its closest neighbours in South America, 
taking a view by turns broad and intimately personal. 
And it’s a shameful catalogue of atrocity and duplicity 
in which freedom and democracy have been 
systematically trampled on, stifled or simply put up 
against the wall and shot. 

To protect US ‘interests’ (particularly those of giant 
corporations in which members of the government 
have had key stakes) and satisfy its military agenda, 
country after country in Latin America has witnessed 
its movements towards democracy snuffed out by 
their powerful neighbour via puppet dictatorships, 
vindictive and baseless propaganda, economic 
blockades, direct military aid and training in 
everything from assault tactics to torture methods. 
Pilger’s journalistic integrity is faultless as he 
substantiates all these and many other accusations 
with witness testimony from both sides of the fence, 
some of it deeply upsetting and all of it tragic. 

But amid the litany of horrors catalogued here, what 
shines through strongest is the indomitable spirit of 
the millions of ordinary people who seek nothing 
more than what we all want - a little dignity in their 
daily lives, an end to grinding poverty and a future of 
their children. 

The stoic bravery of some of these interviewees is 
both humbling and inspiring as, under the leadership 
of newly emergent working class politicians such as 
Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez, they keep inching towards 
genuine freedoms and genuine democracy regardless 
of the odds marshalled against them.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM 

(Network, PG, retail) 

David Drury’s tense 1985 political thriller has aged 
remarkably well, showcasing a gritty and convincing 
performance from Gabriel Byrne as a national tabloid 
reporter who stumbles across a story so potentially 
damaging to the state that it simply can’t be allowed 
to run. 

It’s something of a favourite film among journalists 
too, being one of the only cinematic outings other 
than All The President’s Men to depict reporters going 
about their jobs credibly; in place of the usual and 
unlikely sub-007 shenanigans, these people actually 
doorstep sources, spend time in the office typing 
stories and don’t magically put all the pieces together 
from a single golden source. 

Following a tip-off, Nick (Byrne) exposes a Profumo- 
style scandal involving a prominent MP and a hooker. 


However, that turns out to be a piece of 
establishment misdirection leading from the real stink 
and it’s only with the help of fellow boozy hack 
Vernon (a touching, perfect turn from Denholm 
Elliott) that he gets a scent of the real story - one 
connected to the apparently accidental death of a 
young man and activities at a nearby US air base.

SPITTING IMAGE: THE COMPLETE 
FIRST SERIES 

(Network, 12, retail) 

It may be a bit dated (you’ll spend half your time 
trying to remember just who the people were who 
were being lampooned so mercilessly) but when 
Spitting Image was on form it made for unbeatable 
satire. 

This first season from 1984 features a wealth of spot- 
on character assassinations, but none were ever 
captured better than Maggie Thatcher, a 
megalomaniac simpering grocer’s daughter one 
moment transforming into a strident nightmarish 
Valkyrie the next - small wonder her cabinet was 
presented as a seedy cabal of cowards and 
sycophants. 

Also among those up for a custard pie of current 
affairs right in their rubbery faces are the gin-swilling 
Queen Mum, staggeringly limpid Prince Charles, spit¬ 
spraying buffoon Roy Hattersley, Chingford boot boy 
Norman Tebbit, a vacuous Princess Di (lest we 
forget!), terminally unhinged Ronnie Reagan and 
assorted minor celebs from John McEnroe and 
Leonard Nimoy to Paul and Linda McCartney.

THE GHOST GOES WEST 

(Network, U, retail) 

Charming, light and frothy, Rene Claire’s gentle 


supernatural comedy is ideally suited to a lazy, rainy 
Sunday afternoon in front of the box. 

More interested in kissing the local lassies than 
fighting, young Murdoch Gourie (Robert Donat) 
shames his clan, dies in a battlefield accident and is 
condemned by the spirit of his father to haunt the 
ancestral home until he can put one over on their 
hated rivals, the clan McLaggan. 

Two centuries pass and the last of the Glouries, 

Donald (also Donat), is force to sell the crumbling 
pile to a wealthy US tycoon who dismantles it brick 
by brick for relocation to Florida - complete with the 
shade of spectral Murdoch who comes in useful to 
tongue-tied Donald in wooing the new owner’s 
daughter Peggy. 

It’s a gentle rippling tide of terrible Scots accents and 
sly digs at the gaucheness of new money, but at its 
romantic heart is a sweet little love story to keep you 
wrapped up cosy until the end.

WAR 

(Lionsgate, 18, retail & rental) 

Amazingly, director Philip Atwell is given action men 
Jet Li and Jason Statham, a simple ‘cop vs killer on 
collision course’ plot and an arsenal sufficient to take 
over a small country yet he still doesn’t know what to 
do with it. 

MTV-style film-making of the most obvious kind, 
every movement and scene change is done with a 
series of hugely annoying crash zooms and choppy 
edits until you wonder whether you’re maybe 
epileptic of if the film’s simply driving you that way.

the world class opponents he 
will be taking to the mat with.

Cousins’ training schedule 
now involves a morning run 
of up to five miles followed 
by some intense judo practice 
and pressure training.

In addition to his workload 
during the day, Cousins also 
undertakes extra training in 
the evenings as he strives for 
excellence. 

Of course, Cousins still has 
time for some relaxation and 
plays his Nintendo Wii with 
his girlfriend Rachel Lund, 
who also represented Great 
Britain at the World Judo 
Championships in Brazil. 

At least it’s meant to be 
relaxing - except when his 
girlfriend beats him at the 
boxing game! 

“She beat me in three rounds 
in a row,” he revealed.

The former Passmores School 
student told Star Sport: “I’ve 
been training harder than ever 
over the last few months.

He is awaiting final clearance 
from Great Britain that he 
will be in the squad for 
Beijing, but this should be a 
mere formality.

£15,500 windfall for coaching 


A SCHEME to offer free 
football coaching in the 
community has been 
boosted by a £15,500 
windfall from the Harlow 
Recreational Trust. 

Bill Songhurst, the assistant

Songhurst hopes the grant 
will also pay for some 
floodlights at the facility.

run adult education classes, 
as well as an internet cafe. 
The coaching sessions were 
previously funded by a 
£6,800 grant from 
HarlowActive. 

“This new grant will keep 
us going and help us start 
up again,” said Songhurst, 
who runs coaching nights 
on Tuesdays but hopes now 
to start new sessions on 
Saturday mornings. He also 
plans a full fortnight of 
coaching sessions over the 
Easter holiday period. 

“It’s becoming the hub of 
the community here once 
again,” beamed Songhurst.

Death at 83 of 
'Mr Boxing' 



A BOXER affec¬ 
tionately known as 
‘Harlow’s Mr 
Boxing’ who 

trained dozens of 
boys in order to 
give them a fighting 
chance in life has 
died aged 83. 

Bob Saunders set up 
one of the first boxing 
clubs in the area and 
was instrumental in 
raising the sport’s pro¬ 
file locally. 

Mr Saunders, who died 
in Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital after a 
short illness, learned to 
fight while serving with 
the Royal Navy during the 
Second World War and set 
up Corringales Amateur 
Boxing Club (ABC) in 
Hatfield Heath in 1960, 
which later moved to 
Harlow. 

His youngest son 
Stephen, said: “He was an 
all-round sportsman and 
trained as a boxer while he 
was in the Navy. 

“When my eldest broth¬ 
er started showing an 
interest in the sport he 
thought the natural thing 
was to start a club, espe¬ 
cially as he had a back¬ 
ground in it. 

“Dad was also very 
keen on youth work and it 
was an opportunity for 
those lads who may not 
have stayed on the straight 
and narrow.” 

Such was the club’s 
popularity that it outgrew 
the village hall and Mr 
Saunders turned to his 
employer, Key Glass in 


Harlow, for an alternative 
venue. 

And at the Keyhole 
Sports & Social Club in 
London Road, Harlow, the 
Key Glass Amateur 
Boxing Club was formed. 

Key Glass, one of the 
town’s largest employers 
of the early 60s, gave the 
club valuable support. 

In the 1970s, Key Glass 
ABC changed its name to 
Harlow Combined Youth 
ABC and was based at 
Passmores School in 
Tendring Road. 


The club then under¬ 
went another name 
change, and became 
known as Norwood ABC, 
but still Mr Saunders was 
the driving force. 

Norwood ABC later 
became part of Harlow 
ABC, which still exists 
today in Momples Road. 

In the 1970s, Mr 
Saunders, who was born 
in Dartmoor, also became 
involved with the Essex 
Amateur Boxing 

Association, of which he 
later became chairman. 


When he eventually 
stepped down, aged 68, he 
was honoured for his work 
with a trophy in the shape 
of a boxing ring. 

His son Stephen said: 
“He was a very strong 
character and needed that 
in the early days to pester 
people to get the support 
the club needed. 

“He was a great believ¬ 
er in youth and giving 
young boys especially, a 
purpose in life and self- 
respect. Boxing was a fan¬ 
tastic tool for that as it’s a 


great discipline. He really 
believed in giving lads a 
better way of life and I 
hope he will be remem¬ 
bered for that.” 

Mr Saunders moved to 
Harlow in 1960, and most 
recently lived at 
Peterswood in Harlow for 
20 years. 

He leaves a wife, 
Miriam, 84, sons Rodney, 
Christopher and Stephen, 
daughters Sandra and 
Angela, as well as grand¬ 
children and great-grand¬ 
children.
